sooner  or  later,  to  become  rivals  in  athletics, 
and  we  have  no  doubt  that  at  some  future  day 
the  contests  in  the  various  athletic  sports  and 
games,  between  the  two  colleges,  will  for  them 
be  the  events  of  the  season.  In  view  of  this, 
when  a letter  was  received  from  the  Editor  of 
the  Cornell  Stin,  proposing  a regular  system  of 
correspondence,  between  The  Burr  and  the 
Sun,  we  were  all  the  more  willing  to  readily 
accept  the  proposition.  Hereafter,  monthly 
letters  will  be  exchanged  between  the  Exchange 
Editors  of  those  papers,  containing  items  of 
general  interest,  athletic  and  other,  of  Cornell 
and  Lehigh. 

^ [ '^HE  Burr  does  not  reach  its  subscribers 
in  South  Bethlehem  on  time.  This  is 
an  undoubted  fact,  and  is  the  result  of  a con- 
clusion drawn  by  the  Business  Manager  after 
j having  been  interviewed  by  nearly  every  South 
I Bethlehem  subscriber.  When  the  Bethlehem 
men  have  read  all  the  articles,  and  are  ready  to 
i criticise  and  offer  sugge.stions,  the  South  Beth- 
} lehem  men  have  not  seen  the  cover.  And 
j this,  after  much  investigation,  has  been  found 
; to  lie  entirely  with  the  post-office  authorities 
in  South  Bethlehem.  The  Burr  reaches 
South  Bethlehem  and  is  frequently  allowed  to 
I lie  in  the  office  twenty-four  hours  before  it  is 
touched  by  the  postmaster.  The  reason  given 
the  last  time — that  he  was  too  busy — is  hardly 
an  excuse,  and  if  he  is,  more  assistants  should 
be  secured  and  the  post-office  part  of  the  con- 
tract be  fulfilled.  We  hope  that  this  will  not 
occur  again. 

Next  season,  we  suppose,  as  has  been  the 
rule  heretofore,  Lehigh  will  put  a Base- 
Ball  Team  in  the  field,  and  the  lovers  of  base-ball 
and  friends  of  the  college  sincerely  hope  that 
its  playing  will  redound  more  to  the  credit  of 
the  University  than  its  predecessors  have  done.

states,  and  truly,  that  our  weak  points  are 
pitching  and  batting,  and  suggests  as  a remedy 
a base-ball  cage.  Some  time  ago  The  Burr 
kindly  suggested  that  the  Mustard  and  Cheese 
and  Glee  Clubs  give  their  performances  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Athletic  Grounds,  but,  now  that 
these  are  to  be  sodded,  in  its  character  of  ad- 
viser The  Burr  would  suggest  that  the  large 
surplus  which  periodically  exists  after  the 
performance  of  one  of  these  clubs  be  devoted 
to  the  purpose  of  fitting  up  a cage  wherein 
pitching  and  batting  can  be  practiced.  At 
Princeton  the  various  clubs  and  organizations 
are  giving  entertainments  for  this  purpose,  and 
we  think  that  this  example  could  be  wisely 
followed. 

To  stop  playing  base-ball,  if  for  only  one 
year,  will  give  that  branch  of  athletics  its  death- 
blow, while  to  continue  with  such  teams  as  we 
have  for  the  last  three  years  put  in  the  field 
will  be  to  allow  the  minor  colleges  to  crow 
over  us.  In  foot-ball  we  have,  by  dint  of  hard 
practice,  come  up  wonderfully,  and  by  the  same 
means  we  can  put  at  least  a fair  base-ball  team 
in  the  field. 

^ I AhE  manner  of  rewarding  those  who  are 
editors  of  the  college  paper  is  a difficult 
matter  to  settle,  and  has  been  mooted  at  vari- 
ous times  at  the  different  colleges,  and  it  has 
been  decided  by  those  principally  interested, 
viz:  the  editors  themselves,  that  something 
in  this  line  should  certainly  be  done.  At 
Princeton  the  editors  of  the  papers,  after  striv- 
ing for  some  time  to  have  their  labors  count  as 
literary  work  in  the  various  departments,  ac- 
cepted a certain  number  of  cuts  as  their  privi- 
lege. 

At  Lehigh,  as  an  equivalent  of  literary  work, 
the  matter  supplied  The  Burr  would  interest 
only  those  in  the  two  lower  classes,  or  in  the 
Department  of  General  Literature,  but  some 
privileges  should  certainly  be  given  those  who 
spend  their  time  in  work  for  which  they  receive 
little  or  no  credit. 

The  Burr  contains  twelve  pages  of  read-  I 


ing  matter,  and  there  are  eleven  editors,  so 
to  fill  this  space  each  editor  must  average  at 
least  one  page  for  each  issue,  or  two  pages  a 
month,  and  for  men  in  the  Technical  Depart- 
ment, where  the  afternoons  are  filled  with  prac- 
tical work,  the  writing  must  be  done  entirely 
at  night,  when,  as  all  know,  the  time  is  fre- 
quently necessary  for  the  preparation  of  studies 
for  the  ne.xt  day.  The  matter  to  be  furnished 
for  The  Burr  readers  must  be  comparatively 
bright,  newsy  and  interesting,  and  thus  natur- 
ally takes  more  time  for  preparation  than  the 
report  of  a foot-ball  game  or  base-ball  match. 

The  only  method,  then,  of  giving  the  editors 
any  reward  for  the  by  no  means  light  task  which 
they  have  to  perform,  is  to  give  them  a certain 
number  of  cuts,  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  the 
first  and  twenty  the  second  term.  These  of 
course  could  not  be  given  from  recitations,  but 
they  could  be  from  chapel  and  gymnasium,  and 
would  form  an  incentive  for  men  to  belong  to 
the  Board,  which  now,  since  the  privilege  of 
alcove  reading  has  been  taken  away,  is  simply 
a means  of  doing  a large  amount  of  extra  vv'ork. 
We  hope  that  the  Faculty  will  see  some  means 
of  rewarding  both  us  and  future  Burr  Boards. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  GUILD. 

St.  Andrew’s  Guild  of  the  University 
was  reorganized  on  Sunday  evening,  Nov. 
13,  at  the  house  of  the  Chaplain.  A constitu- 
tion was  adopted  and  a President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer  elected.  About 
twenty  men  were  present,  the  subject  for  the 
eveninsf  beingf  the  discussion  of  the  Parable  of 
the  Unjust  Steward.  The  subjects  are  not, 
however,  to  be  confined  to  religious  topics. 
At  the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  Dec.  4,  at  Mr. 
Snyder’s  house,  the  subject  under  discussion 
will  be  a pamphlet  entitled  “ Historic  doubts 
relative  to  the  existence  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte.  ’ 

The  Guild  is  by  no  means  a denominational 
organization,  but  it  is  for  the  mutual  benefit 
of  the  students — religiously,  intellectually  and 
socially. 

Judging  from  last  Sunday  evening,  the  meet- 
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ings  promise  to  be  verj^  interesting,  and  if  the 
college  men  give  their  support  the  Guild  will 
certainly  become  a power  for  good  in  the  Uni- 
versity. Another  object  of  the  organization  is 
to  procure  noted  lecturers  and  divines  to  de- 
liver addresses  in  the  Chapel  as  olten  as 
possible  throughout  the  Winter. 

A RETROSPECT. 

/\  S we  turn  the  leaf  devoted  to  athletics 
^ at  Lehigh  for  the  past  year,  it  may  be 
well  to  glance  at  the  complete  record  and  see 
if  we  cannot  “point  a moral.”  We  see  that 
our  athletes  labor  under  the  same  disadvantages 
that  have  hampered  their  predecessors,  and  it 
is  our  hope  that  the  future  will  tell  a different 
story.  There  are  two  elements  that  contribute 
largely  to  the  success  of  other  institutions,  and 
when  we  compare  Lehigh  with  them  we  must 
take  these  elements  into  our  calculation.  We 
never  see  in  The  Burr,  as  in  other  papers,  a 
notice  that  “eightcuts  are  allowed  the  Foot-Ball 
Team  this  term,”  or  “ Prof  W.  has  changed  the 
hour  of  his  lecture  from  Wednesday  to  Satur- 
day” to  accommodate  those  who  are  training. 
In  fine,  there  is  not  recognized  here  the  fact 
that  the  training  of  an  athlete  is  a development 
of  a type  of  manhood  thought  by  St.  Paul 
worthy  of  note  in  his  Epistles.  If  Lehigh 
graduates  lack  anything  in  particular,  it  is  the 
ability,  as  a body,  to  handle  men  and  to  develop 
plans  upon  the  spur  of  the  moment.  At  the 
successful  colleges  there  is  an  outside  course 
which  the  Faculties  recognize  as  worthy  of  no- 
tice, and  those  who  are  in  earnest  in  the  thous-  i 
and  and  one  organizations  existing  elsewhere  ! 
feel  that  the  “ powers  that  be  ” have  their  welfare  1 
at  heart  and  see  that  it  develops  special  talents 
to  edit  the  papers,  engineer  the  various  games, 
or  develop  interest  in  societies  for  religious  or 
literary  training.  The  men  who  do  good  work 
in  these  branches  will  do  good  work  in  the 
world,  and  the  men  who  have  led  the  senti- 
ments of  their  fellows  in  the  collegiate  world 
will  be  better  fitted  for  leading  in  after  life  and 
for  showing  to  the  world  that  their  college 


graduates  are  live  men.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  there- 
fore,that  the  future  will  bring  a change,  in  which 
our  teachers  will  recognize  the  fact  that  Lehigh 
can  send  out  better  men  by  teaching  them  to 
[ develop  the  traits  of  leadership.  We  don’t 
want  to  be  always  under-strappers  in  the  world, 
j and  we  can  do  better  if  our  desires  to  lead  our 
rivals  are  fostered  instead  of  being  smothered 
or  thwarted.  Other  colleges  recognize  the 
fact  that  successful  athletes  are  generally  suc- 
cessful students,  and  that  the  Freshman  Class 
at  Harvard  or  Yale  is  increased  in  size  as 
either  college  is  victorious  in  athletics.  We 
I see  in  the  papers  the  prominence  given  to  this 
I branch,  and  we  find  that  the  Faculties  of  these 
colleges,  that  are  leaders  in  the  educational 
world,  recognize  that  the  men  thus  attracted 
are  not  only  good  athletes  but  are  equally 
good  scholars. 

The  second  drawback  at  Lehigh  is  the 
want  of  a dormitory  system.  If  the  students 
lived  within  the  radius  of  a few  blocks  it  would 
be  easy  to  have  team  practice  in  any  branch  of 
I athletics,  but  when  they  are  miles  apart  it  is 
i hard  to  develop  anything  of  the  kind.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  some  sincere  friend  of  the  Uni- 
versity will  remember  us  in  his  will,  if  not 
I earlier,  and  that  future  generations  of  Lehigh 
j men  may  bless  the  one  who  allow'ed  them  to 
taste  the  benefits  of  close  intercourse  with 
their  fellows.  The  graduates  of  universities 
with  such  a system  are  noted  for  the  intensity 
of  their  love  for  their  alma  mater  and  for  the 
abundance  of  their  work  outside  of  the  roster 
of  studies.  Those  without  such  a system  tend 
to  breed  individualism  and  to  perpetuate  un- 
fortunate traits  that  w’ould  be  eradicated  by 
constant  intercourse  with  the  little  world  with- 
in the  collegiate  gates. 

Let  us  now  examine  the  Lehigh  record  of 
the  past  year  through  the  above  spectacles. 
The  base-ball  experiment  was  disastrous  in 
laurels  and  finance.  The  department  of  track 
sports  witnessed  the  breaking  of  a few  records 
that  were  lower  than  they  should  have  been. 
' The  foot-ball  season  closes  with  our  team 
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dividing  the  championship  of  Pennsylvania 
with  our  ancient  enemy,  Lafayette.  We  are 
happy  to  note  the  growth  of  good  feeling 
between  the  students  of  that  institution  and 
ourselves.  However  much  both  sides  have 
abused  the  umpires  or  referees,  they  have 
uniformly  spoken  of  the  courteous  treatment 
of  their  teams  by  their  opponents.  Let  us 
hope  that  the  day  of  childish  resentment  has 
gone  for  good.  The  one  thing  needful  for  the 
coming  year  is  a bracing  up  in  head-work  in 
all  the  departments  abov'e  noted.  We  must 
make  our  selection  of  manager  with  an  eye  to 
the  fact  that  games  have  been  lost  to  us  by 
want  of  foresight.  The  manager  should  fight 
the  battle  beforehand  and  secure  the  best  terms 
possible,  and  see  that  those  terms  are  lived  up 
to.  We  should  never  say  after  we  have  been 
jewed  out  of  a game  by  his  acceptance  of  an 
umpire  or  referee,  known  to  be  prejudicial  or 
incompetent,  that  he  did  not  know  that  such 
a man  would  be  offered  by  our  opponents.  In 
fine,  he  should  make  a plan  of  campaign 
beforehand  and  see  it  lived  up  to  by  the  parties 
with  whom  he  has  contracted,  or  receive  from 
them  a definite  explanation  of  their  failure  to 
comply  with  their  bargain.  In  this  connection 
it  may  be  well  for  us  to  abandon  the  old  posi- 
tion of  isolation  and  enter  into  agreement  with 
Lafayette  and  L^niversity  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
are  our  only  rivals  in  this  State,to  secure  at  the 
beginning  of  each  season  definite  schedules  of 
games,  definite  rules  of  procedure  and  definite 
men  to  act  as  umpires;  and  let  such  matters  be 
published  at  the  outset. 

Next,  we  must  select  a captain  for  our  teams 
who  can  act  his  part  under  the  most  trying 
circumstances.  It  will  not  do  to  select  the 
man  who  is  the  best  player,  as  a good  player 
is  not  always  a good  captain.  As  the  manager 
must  fight  the  preliminary  battles,  so  the 
captain  must  do  all  in  his  power  to  utilize  the 
materials  under  him,  and  must  not  only  play  a 
good  game  himself,  but  must  remember  that  he 
must  seize  every  little  point  that  can  be  turned 
to  the  advantage  of  his  team,  and  must  be  able 


and  ready  to  contest  every  point  that  he  thinks 
unjust.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  hide  the  fact 
that  we  have  lost  points  that  have  deprived  us 
of  a higher  place  than  we  hold,  and  have  lost 
them  through  incapacity  in  the  two  officers 
above  enumerated. 

Thirdly,  we  must  have  a change  in  our 
system  of  training.  We  have  as  good  material 
as  exists  at  any  other  college  in  the  United 
States,  and  we  have  lost  our  games  by  want  of 
proper  training.  Take  our  foot-ball  record. 
Brute-force  and  mere  muscle  will  not  avail  be- 
fore head-work.  Individual  excellence  will 
always  be  conquered  by  good  team  play.  In- 
dividually, our  men  were  as  strong  as  those  in 
the  Princeton  Team.  Individually,  they  were 
better  players  than  the  Lafayette  men.  Our 
men  with  the  Lafayette  method  of  training 
would  have  no  trouble  to  effectually  demolish 
the  Lafayette  Team  under  Lehigh  methods. 
That  this  is  the  fact  let  us  only  refer  to  the 
Princeton  letter  in  the  Yale  News.  Lehigh 
sends  to  Princeton  “a  very  strong  team, whose 
only  fault  is  that  they  don’t  know  how  to  play 
ball.”  The  Philadelphia  Press  says  “ Lehigh 
won  more  through  the  sheer  strength  and  en- 
durance of  her  players  than  anything  else,”  in 
speaking  of  the  game  with  Cornell.  These 
statements  are  only  the  truth.  We  have  grand 
material,  and  we  could  have  substituted  a 
second  eleven  in  any  of  our  games  with  nearly 
the  same  chances  of  success.  Our  men  lacked 
training  of  the  proper  kind.  They  played  a 
muscular  game  and  were  always  winded  at  the 
end  of  the  first  inning.  They  were  splendid 
to  block,  but  useless  to  advance  their  score 
against  a skilled  side,  as  was  seen  by  the  re- 
peated gains  made  when  the  ball  was  in  the 
hands  of  their  opponents.  In  our  base-ball 
practice  we  had  little  or  no  systematic  work 
and  did  nothing. 

The  new  year  mu.st  see  a radical  change  in 
these  matters.  The  men  that  play  good  base- 
ball and  good  foot-ball  with  their  home  teams 
must  do  the  same  here,  and  we  must  insist 
upon  two  things.  First,  those  who  are  selected 
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for  our  teams  must  live  the  life  of  self-denial 
demanded  at  the  colleges  that  win.  Training 
must  not  mean  going  out  now  and  then  to 
practice.  It  must  mean  an  individual  denial 
of  anything  tending  to  reduce  strength  or  en- 
durance. A regular  and  nourishing  diet;  the 
establishment  of  a training  club  where  all  shall 
eat  together  (if  practicable);  a system  of  regu- 
lar gymna.stic  work  during  the  year,  and  an 
abstinence  from  intoxicants  and  tobacco  dur- 
ing the  season  of  matches  must  be  the  course 
of  the  future.  Under  such  a regimen  we  shall 
have  no  one  exhausted  to  a fainting  condition 
in  a game,  and  no  games  lost  by  the  players 
becoming  tired  out  by  more  enduring  oppo- 
nents. Second,  the  games  we  profess  to  play 
must  be  learned  in  their  minutest  details.  We 
must  have  a trainer  and  we  must  pay  him  our- 
selves. We  must  put  our  excellent  material 
into  a team  working  smoothly  and  as  a unit. 
We  must  learn  the  A-B-C  of  the  game  and 
our  captains  must  work  their  teams  with  the 
precision  of  a well-drilled  company,  and  be 
ready  to  take  advantage  of  each  slip  of  our 
opponents. 

Regarding  track  sports,  we  must  have  no 
men  competing  for  prizes  without  a moment’s 
training,  as  has  been  the  disgraceful  custom  in 
the  past.  A feeling  that  Lehigh  records  are 
too  low  by  far,  and  that  we  are  beaten  by 
others  who  have  not  the  advantages  of  gym- 
nasium and  grounds  that  we  possess,  should  [ 
make  every  man  do  his  best.  We  should 
never  see  the  winner  in  the  lOO  yards  turn 
round  and  wave  his  hand  to  a classmate  and 
thereby  lose  two-fifths  of  a second  on  his  record, 
as  was  the  case  on  Founder’s  Day. 

The  Athletic  Grounds  are  to  be  put  in  good 
shape,  so  that  that  excuse  will  not  avail  next 
year.  We  lose  few  good  men  that  cannot  be  | 
replaced  from  the  under  classes.  We  start 
upon  a new  page  with  the  hope  that  we  have 
played  the  “baby-act”  for  the  last  time.  The 
roster  is  against  us,  the  want  of  a dormitory  > 
system  is  against  us;  but  we  have  had  still  i 
more  against  us  the  want  of  head-work  when 


we  did  practice  and  a failure  of  those  who 
could  work  to  do  so.  We  see  a future  that 
has  only  success  as  the  result  of  the  same  faith- 
ful training  that  enabled  Lafayette  and  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  to  defeat  our  brawn  and 
sinew.  Let  us  add  to  our  other  possessions  a 
good  memory  and  a decided  backbone:  let  us 
put  down  our  feet  in  the  determination  that  we 
will  select  good  engineers  for  our  work  and  will 
back  them  and  the  teams  they  train  with  all  our 
hearts,  and  let  us  demand  of  our  representa- 
tives more  thorough  training.  Brute-force  has 
brought  us  next  to  the  highest  round  of  the 
foot-ball  ladder  in  this  State.  Brain-work  will 
place  us  on  the  top  and  keep  us  there. 

THE  GOSSIP. 

ON  Thursday  evening  (Thanksgiving  Day) 
The  Gossip,  in  company  with  several 
others,  went  to  the  telegraph  office  to  see  if  any- 
thing could  be  heard  in  regard  to  the  results  of 
the  Lehigh-Cornell,  Yale-Harvard,  or  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  Wesleyan  game,  played 
that  day.  All  was  gloom  around  the  office,  no 
operator  was  present;  and  although  .several  ot 
the  men  expected  telegrams  from  friends  in 
New  York  and  Elmira,  it  was  impossible  to 
receive  them.  All  were  in  despair,  until  finally 
it  was  discovered,  through  the  kindness  of  an 
official  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  that 
Lehigh  had  defeated  Cornell,  but  no  amount 
of  telegraphing  could  obtain  the  score.  Of 
the  great  matches  in  New  York  not  a word 
could  be  heard.  That  in  a town  of  this  size, 
even  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  the  office  should 
close  so  early  and  no  business  be  transacted 
at  all,  is  remarkable.  But  the  great  point  is 
the  difficulty  with  which  the  result  of  any  inter- 
collegiate match  is  heard  in  Bethlehem.  When 
the  students  and  town  at  large  take  such  interest 
in  athletics,  some  means  should  be  taken  to 
have  authentic  reports  of  such  games  as  soon 
as  possible.  A bulletin-board  could  easily  be 
placed  in  some  central  location  and  the  scores 
put  on  it  as  soon  as  received.  The  Gossip 
hopes  that  some  arrangement  will  be  made  to 
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have  inter-collegiate  la  crosse  and  base-ball 
games  of  next  Spring  reported  in  this  manner. 
The  scores  could  easily  be  telegraphed  from 
some  man  at  the  college  where  the  game  is 
played  and  reliable  reports  given.  If  a sub- 
scription-list is  necessary  The  Gossip  knows 
several  men  who  would  be  willing  to  help  de- 
fray the  expense,  which  would  be  but  slight. 

^ ^ ^ 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  Lehigh  Teams 
have  had  to  contend  with  is  the  time  necessary 
for  practice.  With  the  large  number  of  reci- 
tations and  practical  work  crowded  over  thirty- 
five  passable  hours,  with  the  normal  condition 
of  the  roster  and  occasional  shop  visits  on 
Saturdays — a day  which  is  popularly  supposed 
to  be  free  from  all  college  work — it  has  been 
with  great  difficulty  that  sufficient  time  has 
been  obtainable  for  even  moderately  good 
practice.  Another  difficulty  has  been  the 
manner  in  which  the  men  were  scattered 
broadcast  over  the  three  towns  which  com- 
prise the  Bethlehems.  This  year,  however, 
the  training  table  did  much  to  obviate  this 
latter  difficulty;  then  the  only  but  great  diffi- 
culty that  remained  was  time.  Last  year  the 
Base-Ball  Team  attempted  to  practice  at  6 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  but  this  can  hardly  be 
.said  to  have  been  a success.  The  remedy  which 
The  Gossip  would  suggest  is  the  practice  of  our 
various  teams  in  the  time  given  for  dinner,  in 
the  middle  of  the  day.  As  yet  a “ merciless 
Faculty”  have  not  attempted  to  cut  the  time 
short,  and,  in  view  of  the  great  distance  to  be 
traversed  by  many  of  the  men  for  their  midday 
meal,  will  probably  not  do  so.  The  time  given 
is  from  12:30  to  2,  and  if  dinner  or  lunch  is 
put  at  1 130,  an  hour  at  least  can  be  stolen  in 
which  this  necessary  practice  can  be  had. 
Little  or  no  attempt  to  study  is  made  during 
this  time  and  nothing  can  be  lost  and  much 
gained  by  trying  this  experiment,  and  The 
Gossip  hopes  to  see  it  in  successful  operation 
in  la  crosse  and  base-ball  next  year.  It  will 
certainly  be  more  successful  than  the  6 o’clock 


hour.  Of  course,  to  do  this,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary that  the  team  all  board  together,  or  at  least 
within  a reasonable  distance.  But  Lehigh  can- 
not expect  to  have  her  teams  practice  as  they 
should  until  the  much-needed  dormitories  are 
built,  which  will  in  all  probability  never  be.

The  interest  that  Lehigh  men  take  in  the 
Lafayette-Lehigh  foot-ball  games  is  remark- 
able. Ever  since  the  first  game  has  been 
played  a large  number  of  men  have  accom- 
panied the  team  to  Easton.  So  large  a num- 
ber go  that  special  rates  are  always  granted  on 
the  railroad,  and  twice  in  the  knowledge  of 
The  Gossip  a special  train.  This  is  an  excel- 
lent thing;  it  encourages  the  team,  which 
knows  that  it  is  not  playing  before  a hostile  or 
at  the  least  an  unappreciative  audience,  and 
tries  to  do  its  best.  When  the  team  goes 
farther  than  Easton,  of  course  the  number  of 
men  who  accompany  it  is  fewer,  but  at  the 
same  time  there  are  always  quite  a number 
that  go,  and  The  Gossip  hopes  that  this  will 
continue  to  be  the  case.  A well-given  cheer 
to  the  team  on  strange  grounds  will  do  a great 
deal  towards  encouraging  them  and  inciting 

them  to  do  their  best.

The  refereeing  and  umpiring  this  year  has 
been  much  rtiore  satisfactory  than  ever  hereto- 
fore, and  praises  are  due  to  the  manager  of 
the  Foot-Ball  Team,  that  he  has  been  so  success- 
ful in  obtaining,  in  general,  impartial  referees. 
In  some  cases,  however,  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  this  has  not  been  possible,  and  The 
Gossip  knows  that  no  one  regrets  this  more 
than  the  manager  himself  In  all  games 
played  on  the  home  grounds  the  manager  has 
secured  perfectly  impartial  referees,  as  all  un- 
prejudiced persons  will  acknowledge  — the 
statements  of  Lafayette  in  regard  to  the  referee 
and  umpire  of  the  game  we  played  with  them 
being,  of  course,  unfounded ; but  it  was  of  one 
game  in  particular,  played  elsewhere,  that  some 
complaint  was  made.  If  the  manager  of  the 
other  team,  at  the  last  moment,  offers  one  of 
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his  own  college  men  as  referee  and  states  that 
he  is  perfectly  impartial,  the  manager  cannot 
help  himself  and  is  obliged  to  accept  this  man. 
If,  however,  as  has  been  suggested,  the  college 
take  some  action,  such  as  resolving  that  no 
Lehigh  team  play  a game  without  some  per- 
fectly impartial  referee  or  umpire,  the  manager 
of  the  team  would  have  some  ground  to  stand 
on.  And  it  is  such  action  as  this  by  the  col- 
lege that  The  Gossip  would  suggest.

Play  was  begun  at  3:40  p.m.  The  Seniors 
won  the  toss  and  took  the  ball,  the  Juniors 
protecting  the  east  goal. 

The  ball  was  dribbled  to  Miller,  who  gained 
five  yards,  but  on  the  third  down  Lewis  kicked 
the  ball,  Corbin  secured  it  and  made  a good 
run  before  he  was  tackled.  After  three  downs 
the  ball  was  passed  to  Dougherty,  who  made 
a long  run,  passing  the  ball  to  Boynton  when 
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tackled.  Corbin  then  made  a run,  but  was 
downed  on  '88’s  1 5-yard  line.  The  ball  was  then 
passed  to  Dougherty,  who  attempted  to  break 
through  the  rush-line,  but  was  unsuccessful.  A 
few  minutes  after  Corbin  made  a touch-down. 
Dougherty  kicked  the  goal.  The  Seniors  then 
played  a harder  game  and  succeeded  in  getting 
the  ball  in  the  Juniors’  territory.  Some  good 
kicks  by  Lewis  and  runs  by  Addison,  Long, 
Rickert  and  Corbin  followed,  but  neither  side 
scored  again  during  this  half  When  time 
was  called  ’88  were  in  possession  of  the  ball.

The  second  half  was  started  by  a dribble  to 
Corbin,  who  was  promptly  downed,  and  after 
four  downs  the  ball  went  to  ’88,  and  after  four 
more  to  ’8g.  The  ball  was  passed  to  Corbin, 
who  fumbled  it,  and  Miller  dropped  on  it.  The 
ball  was  passed  back  and  Reese,  breaking 
through  the  rush-line,  obtained  it  and  gained 
about  twenty  yards,  but,  owing  to  a foul,  five 
yards  were  given  to  ’88.  Kicks  by  Lewis, 
Dougherty  and  Long  followed.  Lewis  made 
a long  punt  down  to  ’89’s  goal-line.  Long  se- 
cured it  and  started  to  run,  but  was  downed  a 
few  feet  from  the  goal.  Upon  lining  up  Rick- 
ert ran  around  the  rush-line  and  made  a touch- 
down, from  which  he  kicked  a goal,  making 
the  score  6 to  6.  The  ball  then  gradually 
moved  into  '88’s  territory.  When  about  thirty 
yards  from  the  goal-line  Long  attempted  to 
run,  but  was  tackled  and  held.  When  released 
he  started  off  again  and  ran  almost  to  the  goal. 
As  the  referee  had  not  seen  him  held  he  al- 
lowed the  run.

LAFAYETTE  6,  LEHIGH  O. 

About  275  Lehigh  men  went  down  to  Easton 
on  the  23d  to  witness  the  second  game  with 
Lafayette.  It  was  a very  damp  day,  and  when 
the  Lehigh  contingent  arrived  on  the  scene  of 
battle  they  found  the  grounds  very  muddy  and 
soon  found  that  our  team.,  accustomed  to  play 
on  grounds,  we  venture  to  say,  the  hardest  in 
the  country,  were  somewhat  handicapped  there- 
by. However,  we  were  beaten  fairly  and  square- 
ly, and  after  one  of  the  best  games  of  the  sea- 
son. The  teams  were  about  evenly  matched, 
the  Lafayette  men  showing,  if  possible,  a trifle 
more  improvement  since  the  first  game,  on 
October  29.  One  of  the  pleasing  features  of 
the  game  was  the  absence  of  slugging.

Lafayette,  winning  the  toss,  took  the  ball; 
Lehigh  defended  the  west  goal.  The  ball  was 
dribbled  to  Payne,  who  passed  it  to  Camp  and 
he  gained  lo  yards.  Camp  then  made  25 
yards  more.  The  Lafayette  rushers  were  here 
guarding  their  half-backs  well,  and  as  a conse- 
quence the  ball  was  advanced  to  Lehigh’s  10- 
yard  line  by  runs  of  Paine,  Overton  and  Mc- 
Ilvaine.  The  last,  breaking  the  line,  was 
downed  on  our  5-yard  line.  Our  rushers 
braced  up  and  prevented  their  opponents  from 
scoring,  and  four  downs  gave  the  ball  to  Lehigh. 
It  was  kicked  by  Chace  and  secured  by  Mc- 
Ilvaine.  Davis  and  Dougherty  did  good  work 
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and  Lafayette  preferred  to  lose  20  yards  to 
giving  up  the  ball.  Lehigh  kept  forcing  the 
ball  towards  their  opponent’s  goal,  but  a foul 
gave  Lafayette  5 yards.  Lehigh  got  the  ball 
on  four  downs.  Short  runs  by  Long,  Chace 
and  Corbin  followed,  and  on  the  third  down 
Chace  kicked  the  ball,  which  Mcllvaine 
dropped  on.  After  a long  run  by  Camp,  Lehigh 
got  the  ball  on  holding  by  Graff  On  the  third 
down  Chace  kicked  the  ball,  Mcllvaine  se- 
cured it  and  passed  it  to  Paine,  who  fumbled. 
Camp  received  the  ball  and  made  his  way 
through  our  entire  team,  gaining  30  yards  be- 
fore he  was  downed  by  Chace  on  Lehigh’s  35- 
yard  line.  Time  was  called.  Score,  0-0. 

In  the  second  half  Chace  gave  way  to 
Dougherty,  whose  place  in  the  rush-line  w'as 
filled  by  Beck;  and  Detweiler  was  sub.stituted 
for  Palmer. 

Lehigh  started  the  second  half  by  dribbling 
the  ball  to  Walker;  the  rush-line  formed  a 
wedge  and  10  yards  were  gained.  Lehigh 
lost  the  ball  on  four  downs,  but  it  was  returned 
to  them,  however,  on  a foul  play  by  Lafayette. 
Beck  made  a magnificent  run  of  40  yards, 
being  downed  on  Lafayette’s  5 -yard  line. 
Here  was  a chance  to  score,  but  two  fouls  on 
the  part  of  our  team,  in  quick  succession,  first 
gave  the  ball  to  Lafayette  and  then  5 yards. 
Payne  kicked  the  ball  on  three  downs  and 
Lehigh  secured  it,  but  shortly  lost  it,  after  four 
downs.  Neither  team  gained  any  advantage 
for  some  time,  the  ball  being  given  to  Lafay- 
ette and  then  to  Lehigh  on  four  downs. 
Finally,  on  the  third  down  by  Lafayette,  Payne 
kicked  the  ball,  Overton  secured  it,  but,  being 
tackled,  passed  it  forward.  Beck  obtained  the 
leather  and,  by  a fine  run,  planted  the  ball 
square  between  Lafayette’s  goal-posts.  But 
on  account  of  the  forward  pass  it  did  not 
count;  the  ball  was  brought  back  and  given 
to  Lehigh.  But  somebody  on  our  team  made 
a foul  and  the  ball  forthwith  went  to  Lafayette 
and  gradually  betook  itself  into  our  territory. 
P'our  downs  gave  the  ball  to  Lehigh,  but  the 
usual  foul  play  lost  it  again.  Camp  made 


several  runs,  carrying  the  ball  to  Lehigh’s  15- 
yard  line;  the  rush-line  advanced  it  5 yards 
farther.  Camp  broke  through  and  made  a 
touch-down.  Paine  kicked  goal.  The  ball 
was  taken  out  and  dribbled  to  Walker,  who 
gained  5 yards.  Punts  by  Dougherty  and 
Mcllvaine  followed  and  the  ball  was  worked 
well  up  towards  Lafayette’s  goal-line.  Camp 
and  Payne  gained  15  yards  for  Lafayette,  but 
the  ball  went  to  Lehigh  on  a foul.  Lehigh 
braced  up  and  were  playing  well  when  time 
was  called  with  the  ball  in  Lafayette’s  territory.

The  referee  and  umpire  performed  the  duties 
of  their  positions  with  rare  excellence  and  im- 
partiality, and'to  them  are  due  the  acknowledg- 
ments of  both  colleges. 

Mcllvaine  and  Overton  and  Camp  did  most 
of  the  work  for  Lafayette,  making  some  fine 
runs.  The  rush-line  play  was  excellent.  For 
Lehigh,  Beck’s  brilliant  runs  deserve  particular 
mention.  Walker’s  work  as  quarter-back  was 
good,  while  Dougherty  played  a fine  game 
throughout.  Williams  and  Detweiler  were 
good  in  the  rush-line.  The  careless  offside 
and  foul  plays  were  very  numerous  on  the  part 
of  our  team  and  we  lost  considerably  by  them. 
They  seem  to  have  been  made  immediately 
after  we  had  gained  any  decided  advantage; 
and  at  such  points  the  rush-line  did  poorly.

The  toss  was  won  by  ’89  and  play  was  com- 
menced at  3:45  p.m.  Several  good  runs  by  ’89’s 
half-backs  brought  theplay  within ’90’s  2 5 -yard 
line.  Soon  after  Boynton  made  the  first  touch- 
down for  ’89  in  nine  minutes  from  the  start. 
Dougherty  kicked  a goal.  Play  was  resumed 
from  the  centre  of  the  field  by  a dribble  to 
Chace,  who,  by  excellent  playing,  made  a run 
of  40  yards.  The  ground,  however,  was  soon 
lost,  and  the  second  touch-down  for  ’89  was 
soon  after  made  by  Long,  after  a run  of  fully 
50  yards.  No  more  points  were  made  by 
either  side  during  the  first  half  Soon  after 
the  beginning  of  the  second  half  Long  got  the 
ball  and  after  a run  of  half  the  length  of  the 
field  scored  another  touch-down  for  ’89.  The 
fourth  touch-down  for  the  Juniors  was  made  by 
Boynton,  Dougherty  kicking  a goal.  The 
ball  remained  in  the  centre  of  the  field  for 
some  time,  until  Chace  made  a fine  run  to 
within  25  yards  of  ’89’s  goal-line;  here  he  at- 
tempted a goal  from  the  field,  but  failed,  the 
ball  rolling  over  the  goal-line.  Both  sides 
now  played  a kicking  game  and  no  more 
points  were  scored  until  about  two  minutes 
before  time  was  called,  when  Long  got  the 
ball  at  ’89’s  25-yard  line,  broke  through  ’90’s 
rush-line,  ran  almost  the  entire  length  of  the 
field  and  scored  the  final  touch-down  for  ’89.

Comments. — The  Haverfordian  announces  that  ! 
The  Lehigh  Burr  has  forfeited  its  membership  in 
the  Central  Inter- Collegiate  Press  Association.  We 
would  Haverfordian  to  our  issue  of  last  March, 

which  says:  “After  careful  consideration  The  Burr 
Board  has  decided  not  to  join  the  Central  Inter-Collegiate 
Press  Association,  mention  of  whose  organization  was 
made  in  the  February  number.”  The  Secretary  of  the 
Association  was,  in  addition  to  this,  officially  notified 
of  our  decision. 

We  read  in  several  of  our  exchanges  the  astounding 
statement  that  six  hundred  and  fifty-07ie  graduates  of 
Princeton  have  served  in  the  United  States  Senate. 
Another  item,  which  has  been  pounced  upon  very  fre- 
quently of  late  by  enterprising  exchange  editors,  tells 
us  of  the  fact  that  the  Hastings  family,  which  has  been 
represented  at  Harvard  off  and  on  for  several  centuries, 
is  to  erect  some  buildings  for  the  University.  Upon 
investigation,  we  learn  that  the  origin  of  this  item  is  the 
announcement  of  the  “ Hasty  Pudding’s”  intention  of 
erecting  a new  club-house.  The  Cornell  Era  wonders 
how  in  the  world  the  item,  “the  Junior  Class  at  Cornell 
gives  §50  to  the  best  general  athlete,”  was  given  a start; 
comments  on  the  unreliability  of  most  of  the  items  ap- 
pearing in  the  exchange  columns  in  the  college  press, 
and  expresses  its  intention  to  commence  a reform  in 
the  matter.  And  we  could  cite  other  instances.  There 


certainly  is  need  of  greater  care  in  this  department  of 
our  college  papers.  We  have  difficulty  in  comprehend- 
ing the  spirit  which  prompts  such  frightful  distortion  of 
simple  items,  or  the  culpable  carelessness  of  certain 
exchange  men  in  copying  them.  Last  year  we  spoke 
of  our  new  Memorial  Chapel  costing  §250,000.  In  the 
course  of  a few  months  we  found  in  several  journals 
that  it  would  cost  nearly  three-quarters  of  a million. 
And  then  such  antiquated  bits  of  news  appear  that  we 
wonder  how  some  of  our  worthy  brother  knights  of  the 
scissors  can  give  evidence  of  being  so  far  behind  the 
times.  We  think  it  would  be  wise,  as  several  contem- 
poraries suggest,  to  cull  from  the  most  reliable  sources 
only,  and  to  designate  the  paper  whence  are  clipped 
those  items  as  to  whose  truth  there  is  any  doubt. 


— Oxford  University  consists  of  twenty-one  colleges. 

— The  Columbia  Banjo  and  Guitar  Club  has  twenty 
members. 

— Franklin  and  Marshall  College  has  received  during 
the  past  Summer  §70,000. 

— The  Trinity  Dramatic  Association  will  give  two 
plays  at  Hartford  in  December. 

— The  new  catalogue  of  Dartmouth  College  gives  the 
total  number  of  students  as  418. 

— Prof.  Drummond,  of  Scotland,  is  named  as  a suc- 
cessor of  Dr.  McCosh  to  the  Presidency  of  Princeton. 

— The  Everett  Athenaeum,  a Sophomore  literary  so- 
ciety founded  at  Harvard  in  1868,  has  been  dissolved. 

— The  salaries  of  the  professors,  officers,  and  em- 
ployes at  Michigan  University  amount  to  §148,000  a 
year. 

— President  Bartlett,  of  Dartmouth,  says  that  he 
never  knew  of  a Dartmouth  student  who  spent  over 
§1,500  per  annum. 

— A new  marking  system  is  soon  to  be  inaugurated 
at  Columbia,  whereby  “high  stand”  will  be  exempted 
from  examinations. 

— A scheme  is  on  foot  at  Columbia  to  establish  a 
“Senate,”  with  the  object  of  bringing  the  Faculty  and 
students  into  closer  relations. 

— Swarthmore  has  added  a course  of  Electrical 
Engineering  to  her  curriculum,  with  C.  H.  Royl.  Ph.D., 
of  Johns  Hopkins,  as  instructor. 

— George  M.  Gray,  of  the  New  York  Athletic  Club, 
broke  the  world's  record  for  putting  the  16-pound  shot 
by  a put  of  43  feet  1 1 inches.  The  former  record  was 
43  feet  5 inches. 

— The  first  Chinese  lawyer  who  ever  practiced  in 
this  country  has  been  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar. 
He  was  graduated  from  the  Columbia  Law  School  in 
the  Class  of  ’86. 

— The  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  has 
voted  to  prohibit  smoking  on  the  L’niversity  grounds, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  J.  W.  White,  the 
physical  instructor. 

— About  a dozen  members  of  the  Sophomore  Class 
I at  Princeton  have  organized  themselves  into  a Glee 
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Club.  It  is  separate  from  the  class  club  proper,  and 
will  be  known  as  the  ’90-Horse  Glee  Club. 

— The  college  building  of  the  Stanford  University, 
California,  is  of  peculiar  shape,  being  one  story  in  height, 
600  feet  long  and  200  feet  wide.  Its  form  is  that  of  a 
hollow  square  with  a cloister  1700  feet  long. 

— There  has  been  considerable  trouble  at  Yale  lately 
in  regard  to  the  stealing  of  the  signs  by  the  students. 
A short  time  ago,  because  of  a contemplated  raid  by 
the  police,  279  signs  were  turned  over  to  the  authorities. 

— At  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technolog)’ class 
colors  have  been  fixed  upon  which  will,  by  the  rotation 
plan,  continue  from  year  to  year,  as  follows — ’88,  red  and 
black;  ’89,  orange  and  black:  ’90,  blue  and  gray;  ’91, 
gold  and  blue.  Each  year  the  Senior  Class  will  give 
over  its  colors  to  the  incoming  Freshman  Class. 

— At  Cornell  the  Faculty  have  abolished  all  public 
honors,  but  special  honors  earned  in  any  department 
will  be  recorded  in  diplomas.  This  step  has  been  taken 
to  remove  from  students  the  temptation  to  “grind  ” for 
marks  rather  than  for  scholarship.  In  order  to  keep 
up  the  standard  of  scholarship,  the  passing  mark  was 
raised  from  60  to  70  per  cent.  The  use  of  this  standard 
is,  at  present,  optional  with  the  head  of  each  depart- 
ment. The  effects  of  this  change  will  be  watched  with 
great  interest.
